We have received the report of the Select 
Committee of the Senate respecting a Prohibi- 
tory Liquor Law. We gather that during the 
last session 633 petitions were presonted from 
Ontario, with’ 302,090 sigoatures, Out of 
7,877 persons committed to gaol in Ontario 
during 1872-78, 5,444 were addicted to *he use

Divorces in the States. 

A reporter ot the Now York “Sun” has 
been interviewing a celebrated divorce lawyer 
in New York, and has gained some curious 
information regarding the way in which divor- 
ces are obtained. ‘Lhe lawyer in question 
said that he had procured about five thousand 
divorces, and frankly owned that he owed his 
success to advertising that he obtained di- 
vorces without publicity. When asked how 
many couples he had separated, he replied 
that he had nover separated any; they usually 
separated themselves before they came to him 
to make thom legally free. The majority 
of divorces throughout the United States 
were procured by collusion of the parties who 
wanted to be divorced, and,-so long as the 
diyorce was logal by complying with the letter 
of the law, they cared nothing about the 
spirit of the law. Divorces are most common 
with the rich and middle classes ; the poor 


separate, and yery frequently marry again, 
cases of bigamy being quite common. As to 
age, the majority of applications come from 
old men who have married young wives, and 
couples without children are more prone 
to divorce than those haying child- 
ren, Divorces are most common in the 
States where the divorce laws are casicst. 
Connecticut is the easiest State to geta di- 
yorce in, and South Carolina is the hardest, as 
diyorces are not allowed at allin that State, 
and in New York ths statute is almost pro- 
hibitory, except for adultery. New Jersey is 
a hard State to get divorced in, but a very 
easy State to get married in after divorce.

Saratoga Fried Potatoes. 


“G. B. B.”’ writes to tho Springfield 
Republican a bit of information that will 
interest a great many : Saratoga potatoes 
can be male in perfection in any kitchen, 
by the use of very simple apparatus cons 
sisting of a sharp blade set slanting into a 
wooden trough with a narrow slit in the 
bottom, two wire screros or seives and a 
common spider, Select eight large pota- 
toes, pare them and slicé very thin with the 
cutting machine, soak them iff cold water 
for two hours, and stir common table salt 
into the water, one teaspoonful to a quart, 
and allow them to remain in the brine half 
an hour longer. ;Pour’ them ‘upon the 
screen to drain, aud put on a spider with a 
pound of clear lard over a brisk fire. Wipe 
the sliced potatoes dry on atowel, wait un- 
til the lard issmoking hot, and pour a large. 
plateful into the spider. ‘The result is like 
a small sea in a white squall, and now the 
cook shows the artistic soul, which every 
votary of that noblest of the arts must 
possess to be worthy of theoname. Patient 
and calm, with steady and incossant motion 
of the skimmer she prevents adhosion of 
any two affectionate sliccs and watches 
carefully for the tonder blush of brownness 
to appear. Slowly it creops and deepens. 
Haste then takes the place of caution, lest 
any martyrs burn for the perfection of

New Yors, Aug. 14.— Tilton was asked to- 
day if he should answer Beecher’s statoment 
and replicd: “It is answered already ; it 
needs no other answer than the one which 
was written by Mr. Moulton, a week ago, and 
which for the sake of peace Moulton withheld 
from the Committee. The suppressed state- 
ment must now come forth ; an fair minded 
men should demand its publication. Moulton 
can no longer, with self respect, withhold it. 
lf ever one man tried faithfully to serve ano- 
ther Mr, Moulton has tried to serve Beecher. 
For 4 years Frank Moulton, holding the docu- 
ments in his hands, has compelled me to com- 
promise my case in Mr. Beecher’s behalf, and 
now for Beecher to turn at last on Moulton 
and publicly to bear false witness against the 
most faithful of friends, to speak evil as he 
does against one of the truest hearted men 
that ever breathed, to denounse a rich, gener- 
ous and princely man like Frank Moulton as a 
blackmailer—all this, leaving my own self 
entirely out of the case, shows Beecher to have 
been guilty not only of the original criminality 
with which I charged him but of asubsequent 
ingratitude to a friend who rescued him trom 
suicide four years ago, and who from that time 
to this has been his chief shield from public 
reproach. The attack on Moulton is base be- 
yond parallel. Moulton has only to tell the 
plain facts, just as I suppose he has written 
1n his full aud complete stagement and the re- 
sult will be to annihilate Beecher’s denials of 
adultery and to leave him in the attitude of a 
desperate man, who to save himself from the 
truth has resorted to an array of falsehoods 
which I cannot characteriza by any other 
word than infamous.”

Tariff Decisions, 


A number of important tariff decisions, un- 
dor the United States statutes haye just been 
promulgated. Tho following is the only ono 
affecting Canada : 

Schedulo Lof the Title 27, Revised Statu- 
tes of Juno 22, 1874, provided as follows : 
“Wools on tho skin the samo rates aa other 
wools, the quantity and valuo to be ascertain. 
od under such rulings as tho Secretary of the 
Treasury may prescribe ; shoop skins and An- 
gora goat skins, raw and unmancfactured, im- 
ported with the wool on, washed or unwash- 
ed, 30 per contum ad Valorem.” ‘ho Depart- 
ment holds that the effect of the above pro- 
visions is to make shoop skins and Angora goat

Tho markots at thia period, as usual, aro 
dull, and no substantial revival of business can 
be looked for until the harvest is over and tho 
crops bogin to move. Meanwhile our mor- 
chants are cheerful in the prospect of a gool 
Fall business, 

The season's crops of coreals, both on this 
Continent and in Europe, aro yory abundant, 
espocially wheat, which iy reported to be above 
the avorago,—so that vory high prices need 
not bo looked for. 

Wheat,—No deiiveries at prosout. Local 
niillors are ready to pay $1;20 to $1,25 for good 
Spring. Fall wheat, although not extonsively 
sown, has yiolded well. Spring wheat is said 
to be partially dostroyed by insects, but will 
still be a good crop and of fine quality, The 
Spring wheat is now being harvested. 

Barley is our most important crop, and al- 
ways commands tho interest of farmers, deal- 
ors, brewers and malsters at this season of the 
year ; and our far-famod Bay of Quiute Barloy 
takes precedence for quality over anything on 
this Continent, £ 

The yield of Barley in this section ia good 
and has been secured in good order ; is bright 
in color, and; plump in berry,fand will weigh 
50 lbs to the measured bushel, 

The Barley crop in the Wostern States is 
rathor under an average, and not very hoavy ; 
but in New York State they havo'a large crop 
and of good quality. 

There has been 80c. paid here and 90c, in 
Toronto for a load or so, and the improssion 
prevails that 80c. will be the ruling price. 

Our shipping season is short and whon the 
Puce is fairly established it is woll to market 
Barley, it always brings tho best price in the 
fall of the year, 

Ryo is an important crop, 
the same extent as formerly, yet there will be 
considerable Earploe for export. A load or so 
of new Ryo sold at 60c. per bushel. 

Oats are also being harvested and aro of 
excellent quality. We do not export Oats. 
A large xuantity was brought in during the 
past season, by rail, for local use. Price 40c. 

Peas are also being gathered. They are not 
exported to any oxtent. The large stock of 
cows ket for Dairy pornCseE consumes most 
all the Poas produced. Formerly our expor- 
tation of Peas was from 40,000 to 50,000 bush- 
els annually.

In such criticism even to the 
extent of rogrets and,consure we aro sure no 
man would join more siacerely than Mr, 
Beecher himself, 

Fourth—We find jnothing whatever in the 
evidence that should impair the perfect con” 
fidence of Plymouth Church or the world in 
the christian character and integrity of Henry 
Ward Beecher,
